SCRIBES, BOOKSELLERS, AND LIBRARIES IN THE MIDDLE AGES. 
From “ Bibliomania in the Middle Ages.” 
(CONTINUED. ] 

But how different is the picture now—how opposite all this appears 
to the aspect of Bible propagation in our own time! Thanks to the 
printing-press, to Bible Societies, and to the benevolence of God, we 
cannot enter the humblest cottage of the poorest peasant without ob-

| nor always held in veneration, as in the old days, before us; its very 


plenitude and cheapness takes off its attraction to irreligious and in- 
different readers; but to poor and needy Christians what words can 
express the fulness of the blessing! Yet, while we thank God for this 
great boon, let us refrain from casting uncharitable reflections upon 
the monks for its comparative paucity among them. If its possession 
was not so easily acquired, they were nevertheless true lovers of the 
Bible, and preserved and multiplied it in dark and troublous times, 

Our remarks have hitherto applied to the monastic scribes alone; 
but it is necessary here to speak of the secular copyists, who were an 
important class during the middle ages, and supplied the functions of 
the bibliopole of the ancients. But the transcribing trade numbered 
three or four distinct branches. There were the Librarii Antiquarii, 


| Notarii, and the IHluminators—occasionally these professions were all 


united in one, where perseverance or talent had acquired a knowledge 
of these various arts. There appears to bave been considerable com- 
The notarii were jealous 
of the librarii, and the librarii, in their turn, were envious of the anti- 


| quarii. who devoted their ingenuity to the transcription and repairing 


of old books especially, rewriting such parts as were defective or — 
and restoring the dilapidations of the binding. Being learned in ol 

writings, they corrected and revised the copies of ancient codices: of 
this class we find mention as far back as the time of Cassiodorus and 
Isidore. “They deprived,” says Astle, “the poor librarii, or common 
scriptores, of great part of their business, so that they found it difficult 
to gain a subsistence for themselves and their families. This put them 
about finding out more expeditious methods of transcribing books. 
‘They formed the letters smaller, and made use of more conjugations 
and abbreviations than had been usual. They proceeded in this man- 
ner till the letters became exceedingly small and extremely difficult to 
be read.” The fact of there existing a class of men, whose fixed em- 
ployment or profession was solely confined to the transcription of 
ancient writings and to the repairing of tattered copies, in contradis- 
tinction to the common scribes, and depending entirely upon the exer- 
cise of their art as a means of obtaining a subsistence, leads us to the 
conclusion that ancient manuscripts were by no means so very scarce 
in those days; for how absurd and useless it would have been for men 
to qualify themselves for transcribing these antiquated and venerable 
codices if there had been no probability of obtaining them to transcribe.

We are unable, with any positive result, to discover the exact origin 
of the secular scribes, though their existence may probably be referred 


| to a very remote period. The monks seem to have monopolized for 


some ages the “Commercium Librorum,” and sold and barterede opies 
to a considerable extent among each other. We may with some reason- 
able grounds, however, conjecture that the profession was oe 
in Saxon times; for we find several eminent names in the seventh an 

eighth centuries who, in their epistolary correspondence, beg their 
friends to procure transcripts for them. Benedict, Biscop of Wear- 
mouth, purchased most of his book treasures at Rome, which was even 
at that early period probably a famous mart for such luxuries, as he 
Some of the 
books which he collected were presents from his foreign friends; but 
most of them, as Bede tells us, were bought by himself, or in accord- 
ance with his instructions. by his friends. Boniface, the Saxon mission- 
ary, continually writes for books to his associates in all parts of Europe. 
At a subsequent period, the extent and importance of the profession 
grew amazingly; and in Italy its followers were particularly numerous 
in the tenth century, as we learn from the letters of Gerbert, after- 
wards Silvester I!., who constantly writes, with the cravings of a biblio- 
maniac, to his friends for books, and begs them to get the scribes, who, 
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he adds, in one of his letters, may be found in all parts of Italy, both 
in town and in the country, to make transcripts of certain books for 
him, and he promises to reimburse his correspondent all that he ex- 
pends for the same. 

These public scribes derived their principal employment from the 
monks and the lawyers; from the former, in transcribing their manu- 
scripts, and by the latter in drawing up their legal instruments. They 
carried on their avocation at their own homes, like other artizans; but 
sometimes, when employed by the monks, executed their transcripts 
within the cloister, where they were boarded, lodged, and received their 
wages till their work was done. This was especially the case when 
some great book was to be copied, of rarity and price; thus we read 
of Paulinus, of St. Albans, sending into distant parts to obtain profi- 
cient workmen, who were paid so much per diem for their labor; their 
wages were generously supplied by the Lord of Redburn. 

The increase of knowledge and the foundation of the universities 
gave birth to the booksellers. Their occupation as a distinct trade 
originated at a period coeval with the foundation of these public semi- 
naries, although the first mention that I am aware of is made by Peter 
of Blois, about the year 1170. I shall have occasion to speak more 
hereafter of this celebrated scholar, but I may be excused for giving 
the anecdote here, as it is so applicable to my subject. It appears, 
then, that whilst remaining in Paris to transact some important matter 
for the King of England, he entered the shop of “a public dealer in 
books,”—for, be it known, that the archdeacon was always on the 
search, and seldom missed an opportunity of adding to his library,—the 
bookseller, Peter tells us, offered him a tempting collection on Juris- 
prudence; but although his knowledge of such matters was so great 
that he did not require them for his own use, he thought they might 
be serviceable to his nephew; and after bargaining a little about the 
price, he counted down the money agreed upon, and left the stall; but 
no sooner was his back turned than the Provost of Sexeburgh came in, 
to look over the literary stores of the stationer, and his eye meeting 
the recently sold volume, he became inspired with a wish to possess it; 
nor could he, on hearing that it was bought and paid for by another, 
suppress his anxiety to obtain the treasure ; but, offering more money, 
actually took the volume away by force. As may be supposed, Arch- 
deacon Peter was sorely annoyed at this behaviour ; and “ To his dear- 
est companion and friend, Master Arnold of Blois, Peter of Blois, Arch- 
deacon of Bath, sent greeting” a long and learned letter, displaying his 
great knowledge of civil law, and ‘maintaining the illegality of the 

rovost’s conduct. The casual way in which this is mentioned makes 
it evident that the “pubd/ico mangone Librorum” was no unusual per- 
sonage in those days, but belonged to a common and recognized profes- 
sion. 

The vast number of students who, by the foundation of universities, 
were congregated together, generated, of course, a proportionate de- 
mand for books, which necessity or luxury prompted them eagerly to 
purchase: but there were poor as well as rich students educated in 
these great seminaries of learning, whose pecuniary means debarred 
them from the acquisition of such costly luxuries; and for this and 
other cogent reasons the universities deemed it advantageous, and per- 
_ expedient, to frame a code of laws and regulations to provide 
alike for the literary wants of all classes and degrees. To effect this, 
they obtained royal sanction to take the trade entirely under their pro- 
tection, and eventually monopolized a sole legislative power over the 
Librarii. 

In the college of Navarre a great quantity of ancient documents are 
reserved, many of which relate to this curious subject. They were 
eposited there by M. Jean Aubert in 1623, accompanied by an inven- 

tory of them, divided into four parts by the first four letters of the 
alphabet. In the fourth, under D 18, there is a chapter entitled, “ Des 
Libraires, Appretiateurs, Jurez et Enlumineurs,” which contains much 
interesting matter relating to the early history of bookselling. These 
ancient statutes, collected and printed by the University in the year 
1652, made at various times, and ranging between the years 1275 and 
1408, give us a clear insight into the matter. 

The nature of a bookseller’s business in those days required no or- 
dinary capacity, and no shallow store of critical acumen; the purchasing 
of manuscripts, the work of transcription, the careful revisal, the pre- 

tion of materials, the tasteful illuminations, and the process of bind- 
ing, were each employments requiring some talent and discrimination, 
and we are not surprised, therefore, that the avocation of a dealer and 
fabricator of these treasures should be highly regarded, and dignified 
into a profession, whose followers were invested with all the privileges, 
freedoms, and exemptions which the masters and students of the Uni- 
versity enjoyed. But it required these conciliations to render the re- 
strictive and somewhat severe measures which she imposed on the 
bookselling trade to be received with any degree of favor or submis- 
sion. For whilst the University of Paris, by whom these statutes were 
framed, rte a and elevated the profession of the librarii, she re- 
quired, on the other hand, a guarantee of their wealth and mental capa- 





city to maintain and to appreciate these important concessions: the 
bookseller was expected indeed to be well versed in all branches of 
science, and to be thorougly imbued with a knowledge of those subjects 
and works of which he undertook to produce transcripts. She, more. 
over, required of him testimonials to his good character, an efficient 
security, ratified by a solemn oath of allegiance, and a promise to ob. 
serve and submit to all the present and future laws and regulations of 
the university. In some cases, it appears that she restricted the num. 
ber of librarii, though this fell into disuse as the wants of the students 
increased, Twenty-four seems to have been the original number, which 
is sufficiently great to lead to the conclusion that bookselling was g 
flourishing trade in those old days. By the statutes of the university 
the bookseller was not allowed to expose his transcripts for sale without 
first submitting them to the inspection of certain officers appointed } 

the university ; and if an error was discovered, the copies were ordered 
to be burnt, or a fine levied on them, proportionate to their inaccuracy, 
Harsh and stringent as this may appear at first sight, we shall modify 
our opinion on recollecting that the student was in a great degree de- 
pendent upon the care of the transcribers for the fidelity of his copies, 
which rendered a rule of this nature almost indispensable; nor should 
we forget the great service it bestowed in maintaining the primitive 
accuracy of ancient writers, and in transmitting them to us through 
those ages in their original purity. 

In these times of free trade and unrestrained commercial policy, we 
shall regard less favorably a regulation which they enforced at Paris, 
depriving the bookseller of the power of fixing a price upon his own 
goods. Four booksellers were appointed and sworn in to superintend 
this department, and when a new transcript was finished, it was brought 
by the bookseller, and they discussed its merits and fixed its value, 
which formed the amount the bookseller was compelled to ask for it; 
if he demanded of his customer a larger sum, it was deemed a fraudulent 
imposition, and punishable as such. Moreover, as an advantage to the 
students, the bookseller was expected to make a considerable reduction 
in his profits in supplying them with books: by one of the laws of the 
university, his profit on each volume was confined to four deniers to a 
student, and six deniers to a common purchaser. The librarii were 
still further restricted in the economy of their trade, by a rule which 
forbade any one of them to dispose of his entire stock of books without 
the consent of the university; but this, I suspect, implied the disposal 
of the stock and trade together, and was intended to intimate that the 
introduction of the purchaser would not be allowed without the cogni- 
zance and sanction of the university. Nor was the bookseller able to 
purchase books without her consent, lest they should be of an immoral 
or heretical tendency; and they were absolutely forbidden to buy avy 
of the students without the permission of the rector. 

But restricted as they thus were, the book merchants nevertheless 
grew opulent, and transacted an important and extensive trade; some- 
times they purchased parts and sometimes they had whole libraries to 
sell. Their dealings were conducted with unusual care, and when a 
volume of peculiar rarity or interest was to be sold, a deed of convey- 
ance was drawn up with legal precision in the presence of authorized 
witnesses. 

In those days of high prices and book scarcity, the poor student was 
sorely impeded in his progress ; to provide against these disadvantages, 
they framed a law in 1342, at Paris, compelling all public booksellers 
to keep books to lend out on hire. The reader will be surprised at the 
idea of a circulating library in the middle ages!—but there can be no 
doubt of the fact; they were established at Paris, Toulouse, Vienna, 
and Bologne. These public librarians, too, were obliged to write out 
regular catalogues of their books and hang them up in their shops, with 
the prices affixed, so that the student might know before-hand what 
he had to pay for reading them. 

This rate of charge was also fixed by the university, and the stu- 
dents borrowing these books were privileged to transcribe them if they 
chose ; if any of them proved imperfect or faulty, they were denounced 
by the university, and a fine imposed upon the bookseller who had lent 
out the volume. 

This potent influence exercised by the universities over booksellers, 
became, in time, much abused; and in addition to these commercial 
restraints, they assumed a still less warrantable power over the original 
productions of authors, and became virtually the public censors of 
books, and had the power of burning or prohibiting any work of ques- 
tionable ortho. oxy. In the time of Henry the Second, a book was pub- 
lished by being read over for two or three successive days before one 
of the universities, and if they approved of its doctrines and bestowed 
upon it their approbation, it was allowed to be copied extensively for 
sale. : 
Stringent as the university rules were, as regards the bookselling 
trade, they were, nevertheless, sometimes disregarded or infringed; 
some ventured to take more for a book than the sum allowed, and, by 
prevarication and secret contracts, eluded the vigilance of the laws. 
Some were still bolder, and openly practised ihe art of a seribe and the 
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profession of a bookseller, without knowledge or sanction of the univer- 
sity. This gave rise to much jealousy, and in the University of Oxford, 
in the year 1378, they made a decree, forbidding any person exposing 
pooks for sale without her license. 

Now, considering all these usages of early bookselling, their numbers, 
their opulence, and above all, the circulating libraries which the librarii 
established, can we still retain the opinion that books were so inacces- 
sible in those ante-printing days, when we know that for a few sous 
the book-lover could obtain good and authenticated copies to peruse 
or transcribe? It may be advanced that these facts solely relate to 
universities, and were intended merely to insure a supply of the neces- 
sary books in constant requisition | y the students, but such was not the 
case; the librarii were essentially public Librorum Venditores, and 
were glad to dispose of their goods to any who could pay for them. 
Indeed the early bibliomaniacs usually flocked to these book marts to 
rummage over the stalls, and to collect their choice volumes. Richard 
de Bury obtained many in this way, both at Paris and at Rome. 

Of the exact pecuniary value of books during the middle ages we 
have no means of judging. The few instances that have accidentally 
been recorded are totally inadequate to enable us to form an opinion. 
The extravagant estimate given by some, as to the value of books in 
those days, is merely conjectural, as it necessarily must be, when we 
remember that the price was guided by the accuracy of the transcrip- 
tion, the splendor of the binding, which was often gorgeous to excess, 
and by the beauty and richness of the illuminations. Many of the 
manuscripts of the middle ages are magnificent in the extreme. Some- 
times they inscribed the Gospels and the venerated writings of the 
Fathers with liquid gold, on parchment of the richest purple, and 
adorned its brilliant pages with illuminations of exquisite workman- 


ship. 





NOTES ON CURRENT FRENCH LITERATURE. 


Parts, 4th September, 1856. 

The public libraries of Paris are closed. The studious, as well as the 
fashionable world, is enjoying its vacations away from the metropolis. 
And the book-trade, like almost every other trade, calls this its “dead 
season.” Novels and guide-books compose, for the most part, the slen- 
der library which a tourist feels bound to carry with him, whether he 
joins the Imperial family at Biarritz, the Prince Napoleon at some 
Northern port, the Count de Morny at Moscow, the idlers and gamblers 
at the German watering-places, the rivals of Albert Smith at Mont 
Blane, or the pseudo-Nimrods who have accepted invitations to hunt 
from the hospitable master of some French chateau. The reading-rooms 
of Paris are deserted, and the few lingering habitués of the cafés call 
for the newspapers only from habit, and without the least idea of read- 
ing even the bulletins of the Bourse. The Reviews are all left uncut. 

Yet the Reviews of the 1st of September do not lack articles of in- 
terest and importance signed by conspicuous names. Thus, to cite but 
one instance, the Revue de Deux Mondes contains another article on Sir 
Robert Peel, by Guizot; one on History and Historians in Italy, by 
Ampére; and one on the Opinions of certain modern Publicists relative 
to England, by Villemain. 

The French periodicals continue to draw largely upon American 
sources. Thus the Revue Brittanique gives a resumé of “a piquant 
volume of American origin, half-travels, half-fiction,” published by Mr. 
E. G. Squier, late Diplomatic Agent of the United States to Central 
America, under the pseudonym of Samuel A. Bard, and the title of 
“Waikna.” By the by, two editions of this entertaining little volume 
have been published at London, and translated extracts from it have 
appeared both in the Jllustration and the Moniteur. The Revue Brit- 
tanique also gives a translation of Whittier’s Maud Muller, under the 
title of ‘* Madelon.” I may add, in passing, that it reviews with seve- 
rity, and not altogether unjust severity, the Doctrines of Ruskin, the 
celebrated and dogmatic English writer on Art; in all whose works it 
finds “but an ill-natured and quite illogical criticism of every sys- 
tem and of every artist, in all the schools, together with vague and 
erroneous aspirations towards another order of things which is not 
within the nature of art.” It fails to give the “ graduate of Oxford” 
even the credit to which he is fairly entitled, of having awakened, or, 
as it were, created a taste for art in the mind of the general reader in 
England and America. The /ilustration translates a long passage from 
Washington Irving. The Reoue de Paris contains a translation, by A. 
Hédouin, of Emerson’s “ Montaigne,” from his Representative Men, and 
promises, in a subsequent number, his “ Plato,” which will doubtless 
throw into an epileptic fit poor Edouard Dumont, who has been raking 
and scraping all the filth he could find in antiquity to fling it at both 
Socrates and Plato, “the AZsop of the mob, and the robed scholar ;” 
the one, according to him, a drunken sceptic, the other a false friend, a 
plagiarist, a liar, a preacher of unrighteousness and vice, a hireling of 
tyrants, a miser, who died at eighty-one, covered with vermin (of course, 








“ Plato’s lice” could not be forgotten),—both pederasts and both hypo- 
crites. The curious reader will find Dumont’s anathemas against an- 
cient philosophy in general, and Socrates and Plato in particular, in the 
last three numbers of the Annales de Philosophie Chretienne. Abbé 
Gaume himself, the author of the famous Ver Rongeur, could not sur- 
pass Dumont in violence and bitterness. Both these modern apologists 
entirely forget, in their angry zeal, to lament that the light of Christian- 
ity had not guided the old philosophers. 

M. de Magerie has recently published an Essai sur la Phi hie de 
Saint-Bor venture, which adds to considerable merit in point both of 
doctrine and style, the interest of a revelation, at least for the generality 
of readers, who are not aware that Saint Bonaventure, that promoter 
of a transcendent mysticism of which the secret is now lost, that seraphic 
doctor was also an eminent and very positive philosopher. 

If the number of metaphysical publications in Germany has dimin- 
ished of late, according to a recent French writer, works on the natural 
sciences have multiplied there to a remarkable extent. A few figures 
will give an idea of the number of readers, or at least of buyers of scien- 
tific books in that country. The History of the Creation, by Barmeister, 
has reached its sixth edition; the School of Chemistry, by Stoeckhard, 
it eighth; the Book of Nature, by Schoedler, its ninth; and the Mar- 
vels of the Primitive World, by Zimmermann, (a French translation of 
which is in course of publication,) its tenth edition. All these are said 
to be great works—scientific in matter and in method, popular in form 
and tendency, of which numerous and, for works of science, almost 
fabulous editions have rapidly succeeded each other within a very few 
years. Charles Vogt pablished last year a book, entitled Superstition 
and Science, which passed through three new editions in three months, 

The Essai sur la Philosophie de Saint-Bonaventure, by M. de Ma- 
gerie,—the fourteenth volume of Thiers’s Histoire du Consulat et de 
l’ Empire, devoted entirely to the memorable Russian campaign,—and 
the Mémoires de Fléchier sur les grands jours d’ Auvergne, en 1665, 
annotated and augmented, with an Appendix by M. Cheruel, and pre- 
ceded by a Preface, by M. de Saint-Beuve, are almost the only very 
important recent publications of the French press. The signs of literary 
life, however, are manifested elsewhere than by new books,—as, for 
example, last week at the annual distribution of the prizes of the French 
Academy, for history, poetry, and virtue. On that occasion, M. Vil- 
lemain paid, in spite of himself, of Guizot, of Cousin, of Montalembert, 
and of all other reactionary carpers, a merited tribute to M. Henri Mar- 
tin, whose popular Wistoire de France has made him the successor of 
the late Augustin Thierry for the first prize in history. M. Villemain 
also pronounced a eulogy upon the late Ozananam, whose pure life, and 
devotion to science, and superiority as a writer richly entitled him to 
be honored as a model of a Christian scholar, and upon the genius of 
the poet Laprade. W. S. Case. 
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Porvutar Booxs.—Mrs. Stowe’s new novel, “ Dred,” is being sold to an 
extent almost unprecedented, even by “Uncle Tom.” Fourteen days after 
publication, Messrs. Phillips, Sampson & Co. had received orders for 35,000 
copies (70,000 volumes), and they are many thousand behind orders, al- 
though having postponed the day of publication in order to have a sufficient 
supply. In England, though somewhat coldly received by critics, it prom- 
ises to have an immense sale. Messrs. Sampson Low, Son & Co. were also 
obliged to postpone the day of publication on account of the great demand, 
and up to a fortnight after its issue had received orders for nearly 40,000 
copies. The American publishers are now making 3000 copies a day, or ten 
volumes a minute, during working hours, but are yet unable to produce 
them with sufficient rapidity. Mrs. Stowe is at present in Scotland on a 
visit to the Duke and Duchess of Argyle at Inverary. 

“The Hills of the Shatemue,” by Miss Warner, the popular authoress of 
the “ Wide, Wide World,” “ Queechy,” &e., is also in great request, 10,000 
copies having been sold the first day, and six presses being constantly em- 
ployed upon it. 

M. Seribe, the voluminous dramatist, is writing a comedy, by the Empe- 
ror’s command, to be produced during the coming season .at the Thédtre 
Francaise, Paris. 


Paper From Moss.—A Dr. Terry of Detroit, has been experimenting on a 
half tun of moss obtained in the Lake Superior region, and according to 
The Cleveland Pl» indealer, affirms that it makes beautiful white paper, with- 
out any peculiar process. ‘The moss is oo sage aa to exist in great quanti- 
ties on Isle Royal and several other localities in the vicinity, and can be 
procured at a very moderate cost. 


M. de Lamartine, who for some time has been in Macon, France, where 
he is suffering from rheumatism, has received from the Emperor of Brazil orie 
hundred thousand franes, as payment of five thousand subscriptions to his 
Familiar Course of Literature, 
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Tue Boox Trap 1x Cutc,co.—Chicago is fast becoming one of the largest 
book markets in the country. In school books our dealers are far ahead 
already. The fall orders of Messrs. 8. C. Griggs and Co., contain among 
others, the following items of school books: Their own publications, 247,000 
volumes, being more than double of their great order, a single twelve 
months ago; D. Appleton & Co.’s publications, near 40,000 ; other houses, 
60,000—total volumes, 347,000. 

Among the books ordered of Appleton & Co., are 455 copies of Commo- 
dore Perry’s Japan Expedition. 

The same house have ordered for the fall and winter trade, 45,000 quires 
blank books, 8000 reams paper, including 3,100 reams commercial note. 

This house has already received 1,800 of Ticknor & Field’s Life of Fre- 
mont, and 500 of Derby & Jackson’s, and Miller, Orton & Mulligan’s—all 
but a few copies of which have been sold. 

Chicago, through Messrs. G. & Co., takes more of the Encyclopedia Brit- 
tanica than any other city in the country. Forty-seven of the set—21 vol- 
umeés, costing $115 50 per set—are taken here. 

We notice among the fall purchases of the same house two copies of 
Roberts’ Views in Palestine—a large English quarto, costing $150 per set. 
It is one of the most magnificent illustrated publications extant, of which 
there are but four copies in the country. 

Also a celebrated French illustrated work, “ Musée Frangais,” in four 
volumes, royal quarto, costing $350, a rare and beautiful book, of which 
there is but one other copy for sale in any bookstore in the United States. 

They have also the “ Royal Galleries of Munich,” in five princely vol- 
umes, price $100. 

Messrs. G. & Co. publish in partnership with Ivison & Phinney, New 
York, that popular list of school-books known under the name of the “ Amer- 
iean Educational Series,” of which upwards of half a million of copies have 
been sold by the Chicago house alone within the past twelve months. 

This series embraces, among others, Sanders’ New Reading-Books—a 
name which, says the Northwestern Christian Advocate, has aiready become 
a “household word ;” and well it may when such almost fabulous quantities 
are sold in a single year in a Western city, where, less than thirty years ago, 
a white man’s voice had scarce been heard. 

The above orders were forwarded some time since; but they are deemed 
insufficient, and yesterday we were shown an additional order for 78,000 
volumes of the publications of this house. This makes a grand total of 
425,000 ordered by Messrs. Griggs & Co. to meet the demands of the fall 
trade. What a commentary this upon the social and moral condition of the 
great Northwest! Does it not show that the intellectual progress of our 
people fully equals the advancement of the West in material wealth and 
political power ’—Democratic Press, Chicago. 


New Enevanp Femate Mepicat Cottece.—This institution seems to be in 
@ more prosperous condition than ever. The number of students during the 
p.st year was 38. The number of graduates in the last three years is 8. 
The State grant of $10,000 was accompanied by a condition that the College 
should raise an equal sum. Of this, $6,000 has been contributed, and the 
remainder is respectfully solicited from the public. There are now eight 
diplomatized female physicians in Boston. Some of them are said to have 
o lange and lucrative practice. One has presided at 693 midwifery cases 
in seven years, and has not resorted to instrumental aid at any of them. The 
report does not mention the percentage of deaths, but her practice is stated 
to have been “ remarkably successful” A female practitioner in Worcester 
has attended 908 births since-1849. In 1855 she was present at 197 births, 
or above one-fourth of all the births in Worcester. It is understood that 
several legacies are intended for the College. Mr. Degrand’s bequest of 
$10,000 will not probably be received for many years, but it is likely to be 
largely increased by accumulations. The State grant of $1000 per annum 
for five years, endowing forty scholarships, is a chief dependence of the Col- 
lege for current expenses. [ts other means are from small tuition fees, and 
subscriptions from individuals. Among the lady managers are Mrs. Rev. Dr. 
Lyman Beecher and Mrs. Rev. Dr. Jacob Ide. Dr. George Fabyan is the 
President. There are six Professors.—Boston Post. 


Osrrvary.—The English newspapers announce the deaths of several per- 
sons more or less connected with literature and art, whose names are well 
known in this country. Foremost, at the advanced age of 80, is Admiral Sir 
John Ross, the commander of the first Polar Expedition of the present cen- 
tury. This wasin 1818. He went on a second expedition in 1827, at the 
expense of Mr. Felix Booth, a distiller in London, and returned in October, 
1833, having discovered the territory now called Boothia Felix, as well as 
the North Magnetic Pole. In 1850 he went out in a small vessel of 90 tons, 
at his own expense, in quest of Sir John Franklin. He was author of Ac- 
counts of his Exploration Travels, and of a Life of Lord de Saumarez, and other 
SS works. Sir Richard Westmacott, sculptor, oldest member of the 

yal Academy of England, has also died, at the age of 81. He is best 
known by his public statues. Mr. William Yarrett author of The History of 
British Fishes and The History of British Birds, has died, aged 72. Scarcely 
any English writer has contributed so much to the popularization of Natural 
History. Last in this death roll, is Gilbert Abbott a Beckett, aged 45; he 
was essentially a humorist, as his Comic Histories of England and Rome, and 
his Comic Blackstone, have proved. After editing Figaro in London, The 
Thief, and other precursors of Punch, he settled down as a leading writer in 
the last-named, contributing largely to the Times also. He was a barrister, 
without practice, when he was made one of the Police Magistrates of Lon- 
don. In this capacity his shrewdness and common sense enabled him te do 

justice between man and man. Few public characters have seen more of the 





ups and downs of life,—certainly no judge had greater personal knowledge 
(as an insolvent,) of the Fleet, the Marshalsea, Whitecross street, and the 
Queen's Bench prisons. Latterly, he was comparatively independent, though 
never wholly unembarrassed. He died at Boulogne, of congestion of the 
brain.—W. Y. Times. 


The literary world have been amused, and the Faubourg St. Germain — 
where starched legitimacy still holds her ancient solitary reign—gratified to 
the superlative degree, by a trick played off by one of our banished poets 
aided by “a friend at court.” According to accounts, it might be Victor 
Hugo, from the unique talent and unappreachable bitterness of the satire 
The story runs thus:—By a late order, all new plays are to be submitted 
to the examination of the Government before they are read by the examining 
commiitee at the Francais. * To the Minister, Mons. , Who is known to 
be particularly fond of playing the manager, and who finds relief from the 
toils of government in pretending to direct the theatres, this privilege is spe- 
cially dear; and the advent of a tragedy or comedy of distinguished merit 
(a case which occurs but too seldom) affords occasion for a literary soirée of 
the most récherché description, to which all the celebrities of the State of 
the highest class are invited. A MS. bearing the most innocent of titlee—g 
comedy—was presented by a very influential personage, accompanied b 
praises of the warmest description. The piece was accepted without more 
than a cursory glance, and ordered for a grand reading. The company, in- 
cluding some of the highest personages of the empire—ministers, ambassa- 
dors, and official functionaries—were all assembled, and the lecture com. 
menced. For the first few scenes all went smooth enough ; but, as the play 
proceeded, it was found to be simply a parody on Moliére’s Tartuffe, filled 
with personalities and irony of the most ferocious description against the 
court, the government, and particularly the ministers, the character of each 
of the latter being drawn with a frightful fidelity. which spared nothing, 
and rendered it quite impossible to mistake the individual described. Epi- 
grams, pointed with the wickedest spite against parvenu millionaires, politi- 
cal turncoats, and official speculators in the funds, were scattered round on 
all sides; and all this was done with so mach wit and humor, that half of 
the assembly were in fits of uncontrollable laughter, while the other halt 
were pale with anger and amazement at the audacity of the attack. The 
reader—one of the leading dramatic artistes—is known for a thorough repub- 
lican, and hence not a point in the satire was allowed to pass without its 
effect. At the end of the second act, however, the reading was brought to 
a violent end, having created a greater sensation than any play since that 
acted at the Court of Denmark in the days of Prince Hamlet. Whether some 
of the sharpest passages were not interpolated (Shakspeare makes Hamlet 
commit a little literary forgery of this kind) remains matter of doubt. All 
that is known is, that a mystification has been successfully played off, to the 
great delight of everybody, save the victims of the hoax.—Paris Correspond- 
ence of the London Critic. 

At the late meeting of the Scandinavian publishers and booksellers, which 
took place at Copenhagen, there were, besides Danes, Swedes, and Nerwe- 
gians, three Finnish booksellers present, members of the union. 





A new periodical is announced to appear in Berlin, edited by Wachen- 
busen, entitled the “ Illustrated Monday’s News;” it is to be published at 
the office of the “ Kladderadatsch,” the German Punch, and is most probably 
only a branch of the same clever but rether coarse paper.

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Mr. H, G. Adams, of Rochester, is the projector of a Notes and Queries to 
be devoted to the science of natural history and its analogous subjects. In 
science, as in literature, trifles often assume, when grouped in masses, con- 
siderable importance ; and the success of its elder sister certainly justifies 
the expectation that the new periodical will meet with a numerous body of 
supporters, to avail themselves of the opportunities of intercommunication 
which it will afford them. 


Mr. Bentley announces a new series of Greek and Roman Classics, adapted 
for schools, universities, and general use, at such a low price, and in so ex- 
cellent a style, as only a large circulation can justify. It is intended that 
the series shall contain about forty-four Greek and thirty six Latin volumes. 
The works will be printed from the most approved texts, illustrated with 
notes, and edited by distinguished classics, under the general superintend- 
ence of Mr. C. D, Yonge, author of the English-Greek Lexicon, Homer, 4 
vols.; Sophocles, 2 vols. ; Plautus, 3 vols.; Lucretius, 1 vol, ; and Horace, 1 
yol., are announced for early publication. 








Miscellaneous, 


Tur Exetish Brste—The English version of the Scriptures now in use, is 
itself the result of repeated revisions. In the preface to the Bishop’s Bible 
a.p. 1568) a distinct reference is made to early Saxon versions, and there 
are still extant, parts of the Bible in Saxon, translated by Bede, by Altred 
the Great, and by élfric of Canterbury. Early Saxon MSS. of the Gospels 
are still preserved in the libraries of the British Museum, and Corpus Chiristi 
College, Cambridge. 

The first complete translation of the Bible was made by Wycliffe, about 
ap. 1380. It existed only in MS. for many years, but the whole is now in 
print (New Testament 1731 ; Old Testament, 1848). The work was regarded 
with grave suspicion; and a bill was introduced into the House of Lords for 
suppressing it; but through the inflvence of John O'Gaunt, this was rejected. 
In 1408, however in a convocation held at Oxford, it was resolved that no 
oue should translate any text of Scripture into English, as a book or tract, 
and that no book of the kind should be read. This resolution led to great 
persecution, though there is reason to believe, that notwithstanding, many 
MSS. of Scripture were at that time in extensive circulation throughout Eng- 
land. 

The first printed edition of the Bible in English, was published by Zyn- 
dale, the New Testament in 1526, and the Bible in part, in 1532. Tonstall, 
Bishop of London, and Sir Thomas More, took great pains to buy up and 
burn the impression, but with the effect thereby, of enabling the translator 
to publish a larger and ene edition. 

On the death of Tyndale (who died a martyr to the truth), Miles Cover- 
dale revised the chek and dedicated it to King Henry the 8th, a.p. 1535, 
and in 1537, John a who had assisted Tyndale, and was then residing 
at Antwerp, reprinted an edition, taken from Tyndale and Coverdale. This 
edition was published under the assumed name of Thomas Matthews. A re- 
vision of this edition again was published (a.p. 1539), by Richard Taverner. 

The Great Bible appeared a.p. 1539. It was Coverdale’s, revised by the 
translator, under the sanction of Cranmer. It was printed in large folio. 
For the edition of 1540, Cranmer wrote a preface, and it is hence called 
Cranmer’s Bible. It was published “ by authority.” 

During the seven years of king Edward’s (VI.) reign, eleven editions 
of, the Scriptures were printed: but no new version or revision was at- 
tempted. 

During the reign of Mary, was published the Geneva Bible, a.p. 1557-60. 
Coverdale and others who had taken refuge in Geneva, edited it, and added 
marginal annotations. 

Archbishop Parker obtained authority from Queen Elizabeth, to revise 
the existing translations, and with the help of various bishops and others, 
published in 1568 what was called the Bishops’ Bible. It contains short an- 
notations, and in the smaller editions (from 1589,) the text is divided, like 
the Genevan, into verses, 

The same text was afterwards printed (in 1572), in a larger size, and 
with various prefaces, under the name of Matthew Parker's Bible. It con- 
tinued in common use in the churches for forty years, though the Genevan 
Bible was perhaps more read in private. 

The Rhemish New Testament, and the Douay Old Testament, form the 
English Bible of the Romanists. The former was printed at Rheims (a.p. 
1582), and the latter at Douay (ap. 1609-10). 

In 1603, King James resolved on a revision of the translation, and for this 
purpose appointed fifty-four men of learning and piety.. Forty-seven only 
undertook the work, and in four years (from 1607-11), it was completed. 
The text as thus prepared and printed in 1611, is the authorized version.— 
Bible Hand-Book.

S. & Atrrep Martien publish “The Bible Hand-Book; an Introduc- 
tion to the Study of Sacred Scripture,” by Joseph Angus, D.D., Member of 
the Royal Asiatic Society. “Its aim is to teach men to understand and ap- 
p) ciate the Bible, and, at the same time, to give such information on ancient 
literature and history as may aid the work of general education among all 
classes.” This manual is divided into two parts. The first treats of the ge- 
nuineness of Seripture; of its authenticity and authority; of its peculiari- 
ties as a revelation from God; of its interpretation; of its study, systematic 
and inferential; of the principles and rules iilustrated in the quotations of 
the New Testament from the Old, and applied to the solution of Scripture 
difficulties ; and of the inferential and practical reading of the Bible. The 
second part considers the Books of the Bible. 


D. Appteton & Co. have issued a memorial volume of the late Right Rev. 
Jonathan Mayhew Wainwright, Provisional Bishop of the Diocese of New 
York. The work is got out in very elegant style, and contains, in addition 
to thirty four Sermons, a Preface by Rev. Dr. Edward Y. Higbee, the Ad- 
dress delivered at the funeral of the late Bishop by the same Divine, and a 
Memoir by Bishop Doane. The work of conducting the volume through 
the press was committed to Rev. Dr. J. A. Spencer. Miss Warner’s new 
work, “ The Hills of the Shatemue,” comes also from the press of the Apple- 
tons, and meets with a well-deserved success. 


C. Scrrever has published a “ Life of Prince Talleyrand,” by Charles K.
